The .Sacramento Board of Trade held another 
special meeting yesterday, and received the re­ 
port of the special committee of three app inted 
to dralt resolutions in regard to the proposed ex­ 
hibition of C»lifornia products in London. Fol­ 
lowing in the rejiort: 
W iiebbas. At a meeting of the California 
State Board of Trade, held on Ihe 17th day of 
October, I-**, at their rooms in >ao Francisco, 
California the question of holding an exhibi­ 
tion of the products oi California in Euro)ie for 
the purpo.-e of advancing our commercial inter- 
eats ill re, aud the advisability of sending Com­ 
missioners and commercial agents for the pur­ 
pose mentioned, was fully considered, and 
ravorably received; and, whereas there were at 
that time urged two propositions; one to hold 
the exhibition iu toe city of Baris, aud theother 
to hold the exhibition in the city Of London, and 
as no choice between the two places could at 
that time be determined, it was resolved to ap­ 
point two committees, one to report on the ad­ 
visability of holding an exhibition in the city of 
Paris, and ibe otherou the advisability of hold­ 
ing an exhibition iu the city of London, each of 
the committees to report at the next meeting of 
the State Board, when the reports are to be con­ 
sidered and acted upon; and whereas, the 
Sacramento Board of 1 rade, deeming the matter 
o fth e contemplated European exhibition to be 
of great importance to t lie State of California, 
ana d< iring to secure an expression of opinion 
regarding the relative merit and di sirabilitv of 
selecting either tile c ity of Paris or the city of 
Loudon for holding the proposed exhibition, it 
was deemed best to cull a special meeting 
for that p.upose; a meeting of the Sacramento 
Board ot Tiade was accordingly held on Satur­ 
day . the 2 ;th day of October, at 1:30 p. si., and 
the quesu-.m properly submitted and argued, it 
was unanimously decided that a committee of 
three lie appointed to draft resolutious favoring 
the plan oi sending Commissioners and com­ 
mercial agents to Europe—fully iiidor.-ing the 
action of the State Boa>d of Trade iu taking the 
initiatory step iu this most important matter. 
It wss further resolved that it is the sense of 
the S t r .mento Board of Trade that the city of 
London he «elected as the proper place for hold­ 
ing the exhibit. because of its being the chief 
commercial city of Europe, und, because we 
have that lor sale which Englaud is obliged to 
buy and cannot raise, and which we can and 
do raise. It was further resolved that it is the 
sense of the Board that the m atter be placed be­ 
fore the coming session of the legislature of 
Calilornia tor their consideration, to the end of 
receiving legislative sanction and State finan­ 
cial aid. 
i he committee was further instructed 
to draft a set of suitable resolutious—fully em­ 
bodying the above; in accordance with ivhich 
they herewith offer the following resolutn ns: 
Resolved. That the action of the State Boar 1 
of Trade in taking the initiatory step in this 
movement, is highly commendable aud in keep­ 
ing with the progressive tendency of that body, 
aud that the action meets with our hearty ap­ 
proval. 
K‘cmlved, That it is the sense of the members 
of the Board of Trade of the City of Sacramento, 
that Commissioners and commercial agents be 
sent to E .rope with instructions t > do all in 
their power to aid in developing the m arket for 
the products of California in Europe. 
Resolved. That we express decided favor for 
the city of Loudon as the proper place for hold­ 
ing such exhibit. 
K fol'-ai. That it is the sense of this Board 
that these m atters shall properly, and without 
loss of t!me, be placed betore the coming session 
of the Legislature of the State of California, for 
due consideration, to the end that the same re­ 
ceive legislative sanction and State financial aid.

Cone’s Case iiu A ppeal. 
In the. Superior Court yesterday morning, 
Judge Armstrong listened to the arguments of 
counsel in the tase of W. \V. Cone, charged 
with the larceny of a money order sent by J. A. 
Coil toC. S. Houghton. \V. A. Anderson, for 
appellant, contended that the money order was 
payable to W. W. Cone, aud that no other per­ 
son could draw the money, and that it came 
into his possession lawfully, and that he acted 
on a claim of right, therefore no larceny could 
prevail against the defendant. 
C T. Jones, for the people, argued that Coue 
knew when he received the check tlia it was a 
mistake, and that the order was for C. S. Hough­ 
ton, which makes its appropriation iarceuy. 
Cone claims that at all times after the discovery 
of the mistake he was ready to pay the money 
over, aud did tender it to Houghton before the 
trial, but it was refused. Since the trial he has 
paid $10 56 to Coil and obtained bis receipt and 
request to dismiss the prosecution. 
Judge Armstrong took the case under advise­ 
ment.

The Are did a 
great deal of harm to vineyards and orchards, 
aud destroyed considerable fencing. M rs. Boyd's 
loss is upward* of $3,000.

It is said the tire originated by the ligli ing of a 
fire by some hunters on a small island m tbe 
river.

It is now definitely known that D. L. Moody 
and Bam Jones will spend some time in evan­ 
gelistic work iu Sacramento the approaching 
winter. At a meeting held at the Y. M. C. A. 
parlors of pastors and laymen representing the 
several churches of the citv, a unanimous and 
very cordial invitation was extended to the 
emiuent evangelists named. It is expected that 
one of them will tie here as early as December, 
and Mr. Jones will probably be the first upon 
the field. 


P roceedings c f ib e B o ard o f C ity T ru stees 
Y e ste rd a y - C ondition of th e L evees. 
The Board of Trastees met in regular session 
yesterday, .Mayor Gregory' presiding and ali the 
members present. 
City Surveyor Bassett asked instructions iu 
regard to a clank sidew alk on the west side of 
Seventh street, between K and I., which had 
been repaired in violation of the ordinance 
which requites that stone or cement walks 
shall be laid. He stated that nearly one hun­ 
dred and sixty teet of walk had be- n laid. 
Mayor Gregory stated that E. G. Blessing, of the 
tlapital Hotel, bad asked permission to make a 
few repairs iu the walk with the understanding 
that a stone or cement walk would be laid 
down in the spring. No action was taken in 
tile matter. 
E. II. Williams, Chief Engineer of the Water 
Works, reported that 35,41 U.OeO gallons of water 
were pumped lor the week ending October 21st. 
The Holly pump was run 147 hours and the 
Stevens pump 83 hours. 
Street commissioner Ryan was authorized to 
sell fifteen street lamps to the town of Tulare. 
Mayor Gregory announced that complaint was 
made that there was no crossing at tbe intersec­ 
tion of Twenty-fifth and O streets. 
Mr. Ryan said that there were no sidewalks 
built there yet and the pronerty owners in the 
vicinity had not expressed any desire to build 
them. 
THE LEVEES. 
Mayor Gregory called attention to the condi­ 
tion of the levees, especially to the fact that 
there w-s a fence luninng along the top of the 
levee at one place and that the cattle stood up 
on the levee aud were breaking it down. The 
property belonged to Mr. McCarty. He desired 
the Board to pass an order requiring the fence 
removed. It was so ordered. 
The Mayor also stated that he had also no­ 
ticed some Chinamen cutting willows along the 
north it-vec and nad notified the owner of the 
land that it must ce stopped. 
Mr. Ryan said 
that the Chinamen had been cutting hop-hales 
and that he had also told them it must be 
ship]Kill and they had given it up. 
Mayor Gregory further stated that there were 
fifty carloads ot granite at. the disposal of the 
city,which he thoucht ought to be put upon the 
outside face of the levee and that w ork should 
be commenced to exterminate the gophers that 
were at work on the levees. Ail the members 
agreed ’hat the granite should be placed on the 
levees, but Mr. llyuu tlioueh: that it would be 
better not to goto wotk on the gophers until 
after the first rain, as much more effective work 
could be done then, llis arguments were con­ 
vincing and the Board concluded to act in ac­ 
cordance therewith. 


THE riCEON NUISANCE. 
A. A. Vail Voorhics appeared before the Board 
and asked p dniissUiu to use fire-arms within 
the city Umita for the purpose of killing the 
pigeons that Congregated ura n his bouse and 
barn. He said they had become an intolerable 
nuisance. He said he hud tried to poison them 
with poisoned w h. t, but it seemed only to draw 
more pigeons. The permission was granted. 
NEW SEWER OEURREU. 
Mr. Van Voorhics also asked the Board to 
have a sewer put through the all- v between G 
and H, from Thirteenth to Fourteenth street, so 
that the people owning property there can con­ 
nect w ith it. The Beard passed an crdertohave 
the server put in, and that it should be ot vit­ 
rified iron pipe. 


SP2CIAL POLICEMEN. 
Mayor Gregory asked for an order of the Board 
empowering Police Commissioners to appoint 
ten special policemen for duty on the 31st Inst., 
the day on which the great industrial demon­ 
stration is to be made in this city by the Repub­ 
licans. He said liiut there was likely to be a 
great many people in die city from the country, 
aud that an extra force of policemen was 
deemed necessary. The order was made as re­ 
quested. 
OPENING AN AL1.EV. 
Street Commissioner Ryan reported in favor 
of opening the alley bit wet 11 Seventeenth aud 
Eighteenth. Q and It streets, ati.I also in favor 
of having the eiectrie light on the mast at Sev­ 
enth and H streets lighted hereafter. 
The 
Board made an order iu accordance with the 
report in each case. 
At the suggestion ot tbe Mayor, it was ordered 
that a gas lamp be placed at the corner ot the 
alley between Front and Second streets on I, 
ar.d that arrangements be made to have the 
electric ligat in front of the station-house burn 
all night hereafter. The Street Commissioner 
was authorized to make the necessary arrange­ 
ments. 
THE NEW PUMP. 
The question as to what action shoidd be 
taken in regard to a new pump was called up 
by Mr. Wolf. Mayor Gregory thought the Board 
should proceed very cautiously in that matter. 
At lust he had been strongly in favor of a new 
pump at once, but Judge Beatty had presented 
to the Board some facts that were worthy of 
careful consideration. He did net know that 
tbe Judge was correct in all the positions he 
had taken, but some of his statements ought to 
be very carefully considered. 
He hud argued 
that the enlargement of the mains would in­ 
crease i lie supply sufficiently for present needs, 
and this could be done at an expense of $10 Otto. 
11 this was true, the Mayor saw no reason for 
upending 860,000 fot a pump at this time. 
Mr. Wolf said that he did not think that Judge 
Beatty had made a single point that could be 
substantiated by tbe incis. Fie had come before 
the Board staling that he had facts and figures, 
but had been compelled to admit that his 
figures were not correct. So far as the pump 
was concerned lie was willing to have the m at­ 
ter go over now as it was too late to do anything 
this tall, but they ought to get ready lor next 
si ring. Judge Beatty was good authority on 
matters of law, but in mechanical matters he 
preferred the advice and judgment of such men 
as George Stoddard, A. J. Stevens, Mr. McKenzie 
and other mechanics with whom he lia.l con­ 
sulted. 
Mayor Gregory said that lie hail consulted 
with Mr. fitoddurd and oilier mechanics, and 
they bad stated that there was no doubt that if 
the m ains were enlarged the supplv would be 
increased. 
Mr. Wolf said that no longer ago than last 
Friday Mr. Stoddard liad told him that he con 
tidcred a new pump the first necessity. 
Of 
course the mains would need to be enlarged 
then. 
The Mayor suggested that Judge Beatty, or 
any other citizen who desired, should be al­ 
lowed to make a thorough investigation of the 
pumps. 
Mr. V.'olf said that he had invited Judge 
Beatty or any oue else to make any experiment 
they chose that would not interfere with the 
city’s water supply. 
There being no objection the m atter was laid 
over for the present. 
THE I.EVKRK AGAIN. 
A. Abbott and A. G. Folger appeared b. fore 
the Board representing a committee of the Im­ 
provement Association appointed to look into 
the condition of the levees. Mr. Abbott Gated 
tnat the work hud been done by sub committees 
and that Mr. Folger would submit the repoit of 
their lubors, which he did, as follows; 
Sacramento, October 9 ,1SS8. 
To the Honorable. Board of Trustees; At at meet 
ing October 9 ,1888, of the Levee Commitiee ap­ 
pointed by the Executive Committee of the Im­ 
provement Association, the following reports 
on the levees were rendered, which was or­ 
dered submitted to the Honorable Board of 
Trustees: 
A. Abbott. F. R. Hamilton and A. G. Folger 
were appointed to meet tlie Trustees und make 
the report. 
Colonel Hamilton, on the committee to exam ­ 
ine the levee from Y to Suttervilfe, reported: 
Three crossings, one at Y st eet one at Mouton s 
and oue at Lovdal’s. The levee has been cut 
down from two to tour feet. It has also been 
injured by u am- on side of <he levee. Thought 
there ought to be some repairs done before 
winter. 
Aiken and Luhrs retort the levee from the 
railroad bridge to Brighton Junction to be in 
pretty good repair, though sufficient evidence of 
vermin to need attention; one crossing on levee 
should be repaired. Aud recommend that Mc­ 
Carty’s fence oil top of levee be r. moved to the 
base of the levee to prevent stock Irom trump­ 
ing the side of the levee 
Messrs. tie haw and Olsen report trom Twen­ 
tieth street to railroad bridge to be in very good 
condition. They report a few holes, but they are 
near the top of the levee. 
Some Chinamen are 
cutting brush n ar railroad bridge, aud they sug­ 
gest that they be ordered to leave about' fifty 
feet next to the levee. One crossing needs re­ 
pairing. They also recommend that the break­ 
water Tevee on Twentv-thtrd street be enlarged. 
Mr. Bohl reports the levee from F'roul to Twen­ 
tieth street in fine condition. 
Messrs. Abbott and F'olaer report the Yolo 
levee strong. They nave closed the break above 
Washington with a very substantial levee 16 
feet on top and about 80 feet base aud about 16 
feet high; the breaks below Washington have 
been closed, aud it is evident that the Yolo peo­ 
ple intend to keep the river in its channel, if 
possible, which will necessitate a more careful 
watch of the levees on this side of the river. 
1* Bohl's report on levee iront R to Y street: 
Atom two or three blocks north of Y, the levee 
is overgrown and should lie cleaned off' to find 
the gopher holes. 
Y street is ab ut two ieet 
lower that the river levee. 
A. G. F o l g e r , S e c re ta ry . 
The report was received aud placed on file, 
the Mayor thanking tbe gentlemen lor the in­ 
formation and informing them that the Board 
had already taken action upon two of the m at­ 
ters reported and would attend to the othe rs. 
Mr. ltyan moved to adjourn. 
Mayor Gregory staled that from talk he bud 
heard he ratuer expected that there would be a 
committee betore tue Board in regard to a new 
charter. He would have tieen glad to put him ­ 
self upon record in the matter, but as no one 
appeared the subject was not before the Board, 
and he had nothing to say at present. 
The Board then adjourned.
